AMOY. * 

A correspondont, Mr Lalor, if we mistake 
not, sends the Foochow Herald the follow- 
ing description of summer life at Amoy :— 

‘The picturesque island of Koolangsu, on 
which the balk of the foreign rosidenta at 
Amoy have thelr private realdences, ma; 
be seen to the greatest advantage at this 
season of the year.- Thero are fow resorts 
‘on the coast, nono certsinly within such 
easy distance of Fooohow, that I shonld 
commend to your readets with loss hesits- 
tion than this really charming little -wator- 
ing-place, Of coarse it is not- to. ba com- 
pared with the moro fashionable marine 
localities in Europe and America; but in 
point of natural attractiveness, hoalth- 
giving conditions, and quiet domeatio life, 
the foreign resident in these parts might 
certainly travel farther--and fare. worse. 
The island itself is evidently “of volcavio 
oriyin—an upheaval at some remote period 
from the bed of the ocean; and its entire 
area is studdei with granite boulders of 
grotesque appearance and gigantic siz: 
On this rocky little territory, then inhabited 
only by a few fishermen, the forelgn resid- 
dents commenced many yeara ago to build 
their dwelliugs. At first the houses were 
of an unprotentious cbaracter, but as time 
crept on bnildiags of more palatial order 
were ercoted, until now the wholo island is 
covered with.viliss, bungalows, and dvell- 
ings. of varied architectural style :—some, 
it must be. confessed, postitively ugly, 
others just passable, aud a fow of no mean 
merit, Tress have beon planted around 
nearly all the foreign resideuces, and com- 
paratively spacious roada—of somewhat 
greater width than the Oustoms Road at 
your port, of which your Road Committee 
are 80 justly proud,—have - sprung Into 
existence over the entire felacd. Thore is 
s public recreation ground, where lawn- 
tennis in played every evening, and orickot 
court; a club-house to which is attached a 
bowling alley ; while of course there is a 
cburch---but one, I am sorry to of 
somewhat mean arobitectural design ; and 
last, not least, a handsome little Maaonic 
lodge in which members of the mysterious 
craft assemblo poriodically for tho disobarge 
of their occult duties. 1am told that the 
introductiod of Freemasonry intoAmoy has 

resulted in bringing abcnt a much better

LOSS OF THE SCH. “LILLA.” 

‘The following letter has been sent to 
the Harbour Department by Mr Wil- 
liam Dew, master of the British barque 
Brunette, which vessel arrived here 
yesterday ‘from Newcastle, N. 8S. W. 
Captain Dow reports the loss of the 
schooner Lilla (Captain Keats) on the 
Pellew Group, speaks of the illtreat- 
ment of the crew by one chief, and 
their reception of much hospitality from 
another chief, The letter is as fol- 
lows :— 

Barque Brunette, Aug. 30, 
Tn Lat, 9.25 N., Long. 138.20 E. 

Off the Island of Guap (Caroline Is- 
lands) observed a boat from the shore 
making towards the ship. On her 
boarding us found her to contain Capt. 
Kents, who reporta the loss of the 
schooner Zilla, of London, under his 
command, (owned by Captain A. E. 
Langan, 87 Berkley Street, Liverpool), 
on the 21st ultimo, on the N.W, part of 
Babelthaup, Pellew Islands. He states 
that he and his crew after landing in the 
boats were robbed of everything they. 

ossessed by the natives under Aracklye, 
King of that part of the Island; one of 
the crew, the carpenter, a Chinese, was 
speared by them. 

Captain Keats arrived at this Island 
in an open boat, bringing his mate and 
two passengers with him. ‘The remain- 
der of the crew (Chinese) aro still at 
Pellew, under the protection of Abba- 
thule, King of Korror, of whom Captain 
‘Keats speaks in the highest terms re- 

arding ‘bis hospitality to them all, and 
1e-has promised to protect them until 
such’ time as they can be taken off the 
Island. . 

I offered him a passnge across, but he 
told me, he expected the steamer Pacific 


taking a passage in her to Hongkon 
whens he call communicate wah the 
British Authorities regarding the loss 
of his vessel and the subsequent. ill- 
trentment be ond this crew had received 
at the hands of the Islanders.

LETTER FROM SCOTLAND, 
(By an Ocensional Correspondent.) 


Epinpuran, August 12. 
No letter of this date touching upon 
Home affuira could reasonably proceed 
without a reference to the work of the 
day upon the moors. It must be grati- 
fying for sportsmen to have weather and 
prospects liké those of thia year. Last 
season the bags obtained were such as 
liad not been seen for many a year, and 
the weather during the opening of the 
campaign was dry and clear, and now 
this year promises to overtop even its 
predecessor. The “prospects” during 
the past two or three weeka have been 
all in the direction of numerous strong 
healthy birds, ond there is no reason to 
doubt that: the prophecies will prove 
correct. One thing further is certain that 
the weather judging by that.in Edin- 
burgh, will for this day have: been 
satistacto’ Where } am living, away 
up the vale of the Forth, the ‘ twelfth” 
broke in a morning that has not been 
equalled for a long time in its: clearness 
and-its stillness. . If there bad been 
any grouse wishin shot they might have 
been easily pinned; as it was [ was on 
the rippling waters: - But many a one had 
been early on the moors. In fact it is 
the case’ that so many of tho Scotch 
shootings have not been let for’ number 
of years as are in the hands of sports- 
men this year. :

The 
other week, would you believe it, ye 
who have travelled in the West High 
lands, it was possible to get from Hdin- 
burgh to Oban and back the same day 
for—the small charge of five shillings 
third-class! and besides that one or 
two new. steamer routes have been 
opened this season in the west. I sup-

& consummation is devoutly to be 
wished for. :

THE LATE ADELAIDE NEILSON. 


The death of Adclaide Neilson, an~ 
nounced by telegraph, deprives the stage 
of perhaps one of -its mout distinguished 
female exponents of tha legitimate or 
hhoroic drama, About fifteen years ago 
Misa Neilson first attracted the notice of 
the London ‘public by ‘her great beauty. — 
She “was then acting’ at the Adelphi 
Theatre, in The Strand, in the leading” 
parta'iu the mélo-drama, for which that 


Y | theatre was famed, under the manage- 


ment of Bonjamin Webster, At that 
time, and for some years after, hor acting 
was nob especially remarkable for excel- 
lence, but she was alwayg a hard student 
and a conscientions worker, J. L, Toole 
and Webster, Billington and Mra Alfred 
Mellon, all formed part of tho Adelphi 
company, and all of them’ were old-time 
favorites of a public which is especiall: 
fond of veteran and well-known hoon 
As the years went on, Mira Neilson 
slowly but surely improved in acting, 
and at length, after a steady course of 
melo-drama—the best training for the 
legitimate—she ventured on the Shakes- 
pearean drama, She mado a great auo- 
cess as Juliet, In this 1dle there was 
no other actress on the stage at that 
time, or since, who ventur.d ta compete 
with her. Kato Terry, sister of Ellen 
Terry, who is now playing Portia so 
successfully to Irving's Shylock,’ had 
retired from the stage shortly before Misa 
Neilson undertook legitimate parts, and 
the stage may be said to bave been 
absolutely destitnte of leading actrenses _ 
in this line, After this poricd, Misy 
Neilson seldom undertook any bat Shakes. 
pearean parte, and from year to year she 
grow in excellence, until we of San 
Francisco witnessed, but two short 
months ago-—not two,” the, crowning 
effort of & life of pationt work and study, | 
only too soon cut off in the very. bloom 
of excellence. Miss Neilson never at- 
tempted what is known ‘as tho “ society 
drams ;" the weakling heroines of the 
drawing-room school of namby:pambyian 
were unsuited to her passionate nature, 
and sho had the sense’ to’ be aware of her 
own limitations and to disregard the 
fashion of a day. Sometimes she van- 
tured outside the pale of the El'zabethan 
drama into those quasi-legitimate imita- 
tions, such aa Amy Robsart, Elvery part
